“I would have demanded more 
specific language,” said Cold- 
w ater about the resolution, and 
he added that "debate is due on 
the (implications) of that reso­ 
lution.”

(Southeast 
Asia)

United States pulls out of Viet­ 
nam, then the rest of South­ 
east Asia would fall to com­ 
munism, or the im perialist de­ 
signs of China. 
The Arizonian declared that 
shuuld China finally threaten 
the borders of Pakistan and 


India, “Russia might be with 
us” to challenge her. 
Goldwater went on to say 
that the suggestion of Senator 
Stuart Sy mington (D-Missouri) 
that the U. S. halt all m ilitary 
activity in North and South 
Vietnam “for a specified tim e” 
in order to probe for peace, 
“seems to m ake sense.” 
The conservative Republican 
further said that "nuclear wea­ 
pons are not needed in Viet­ 
nam,” but that he could not, 
in the final analy sis, see any 
substitute for a “m ilitary vic­ 
tory ” in the area. 
“Every w ar ends as a result 
of m ilitary action,’’ Goldwater 
said, adding “I don’t know how 
without military ’ means. 
‘National Policy* 
Goldwater listed four “instru­ 
ments of national policy ” which 
governments used to obtain 
a 
foreign policy objective. 


“Economic power” w’as one 
way 
to obtain an objective, 
Goldwater said, and he men­ 
tioned that Great Britain used 
such power for y ears “ to force 
a fairly eq uitable peace” but 
th at the U. S 
hadn’t really 
used this power.” 
He said that when the So­ 
viet Union was in dire need of 
wheat “we could have dickered 
with them ” and gained some 
concessions, but we didn’t. 
As 
for 
“political 
power” 
Goldwater 
believed 
we 
had 
very little chance of projecting 
ourselves politically in the vast 
reaches of tire underdeveloped 
world. 
Another method of warfare 
was 
“psy chological 
w arfare” 
which the Asians, the Russians, 
and Nazi Germany really knew 
how’ to use. Goldwater felt. 
The 
conservative 
believed 
th at the U. S. was developing 


its use of psy chological w ar­ 
fare. 
The fourth method was, of 
course, w ar itself. “If all the 
other instrum ents failed, you 
knew what was the only in­ 
strum ent that remained.” 
Vietnamese, Chinese 
Goldwater 
believed 
that 
there there was "not an over­ 
whelming feeling of national­ 
ism” 
among the Vietnamese 
people hut they were "anti-im­ 
perialistic” and "m any of them 
look upon us as the French,” 
who had included Vietnam in 
her French Indo-China empire. 
As for China, Goldwater felt 
th at the nation would only en­ 
te r the Vietnamese W ar “on 
an insane gamble” and that the 
best policy’ for the U. S. to fol­ 
low in the present conflict in 
China was “to let them fight it” 
because there could be "a big 
revolt” brewing in the Asian 
nation.

Although the five lighthouses in the Hudson a re still 
a dministered hy the U.S. Coa st Gua rd, their bea cons ha ve 
been a utoma ted or removed a nd the crews tha t ma nned 
them a re long since gone. 
Ilistorlra l La ndma rk 
Ihe H R VC notes tha t ea ch of the five lighthouses is 
a unique historica l la ndma rk, worthy of, a nd for the 
present, ca pa ble of being preserved. But the time is short. 
Unless mea ns ca n he found to restore or to ma inta in these 
structures, the winter on the river will ta ke its toll within 
a few y ea rs. 
Demolition of these River sentinels a s potentia l ha za rds 
to na viga tion, a lmost ha ppened la st spring when the Coa st 
Gua rd ha d pla nned to tea r down the Sa ugerties a nd Esopus 
Mea dows lighthouses a nd repla ce them with steel towers. 
Ih e pla nned demolition wa s postponed to a llow’ neigh­ 
boring communities more time to come up with worka ble 
preserva tion pla ns. Since then, the Coa st Gua rd ha s de­ 
termined tha t it ca n position the new bea cons a t Sa ugerties 
a nd Esopus Mea dows so a s not to require the demolition of 
the old structures. 
When funds a re a va ila ble to complete these projects, 
the old River sentinels will he decla red surplus a nd a long 
with the dea ctiva ted Ia rry town lighthouse, will be disposed 
of hy the Federa l government. 
Resea rch Center 
The HR VC recommends use of the Esopus Mea dows 
Lighthouse, loca ted in the middle of the Hudson, a s a 
center for resea rch a nd tra ining in river biology a nd rela ted 
environmenta l studies. A specific proposa l for two such 
centers ha s been ma de by a committee representing Dutchess 
Community College, Ma rist College, Ulster Community Col­ 
lege, Mt. St. Ma ry College a nd Va ssa r College. Severa l 
other colleges a nd resea rch institutions a re considering pa r­ 
ticipa tion in a consortium tha t would opera te the centers 
a nd use their fa cilities. 
I he HR VC ha s endorsed a pla n hy the City of Kings­ 
ton to include the lighthouse in a proposed riverfront pa rk. 
The lighthouse would he converted into 
a museum of H ud­ 
son River ma ritime history . 
A second environmenta l study center is proposed by 
the HR VC for the Sa ugerties Lighthouse, which is loca ted 
on a peninsula a t the mouth of Esopus Creek, a bout 14 
miles upstrea m from Esopus Mea dows. Developm ent of a 
recrea tion a rea on the peninsula a lso is recommended by 
the Commission. 
T h e existing Kingsto n lightho use is still in go o d struc­ 
tu ral co nditio n and, tho u gh it is u nm anned, the Co ast 
G u ard w ill pro bably co ntinu e to use it fo r so me time. M ino r 
repairs and painting will be requ ired to prevent deterio r­ 
atio n. A fter an inspectio n, the H R V C staff estim ated that 
appro xim ately ^11,000 wo uld be requ ired fo r repairs. 
The proposed 8 0-a cre pa rk a nd ma rina fa cility pla nned 
hy the City of Kingston a t Kingston Point to be known a s 
the John F. Kennedy Pa rk, ca ll for the lighthouse to be 
used a s a na utica l museum with ex hibits depicting the 
ma ritime history of the river.

The City of Kingston is currently negotia ting with the 
Sta te Conserva tion Depa rtment for fina ncia l a ssista nce to 
ca rt*)’ out the progra m. Funds for restoring the structure a s 
a na utica l museum ca n he obta ined from the Sta te Historic 
Trust, which will fina nce up to 50 per cent of the cost of 
restoring historic buildings, it wa s noted. 
The F1RVC estima tes tha t it would ta ke a pprox ima tely 
$45,000 to renova te Esopus Mea dows lighthouse a nd correct 
the settlement of its founda tion. The New York Sta te H is­ 
toric Trust ma y fina nce up to 50 per cent of the cost of re­ 
storing this structure. The Commission recommends tha t 
the lighthouse, once a cquired by the Sta te, he tra nsferred 
to the Town of Esopus for use a s a n Environmenta l Study 
Center. 
The Coa st Gua rd a ux ilia ry Associa tion, Kingston, ha s 
shown interest in using the lighthouse a s hea dqua rters for 
boa ting sa fety progra ms for numerous y a cht clubs. Dutchess 
County Council of Boy Scouts would like the use of the 
Esopus Mea dows lighthouse to develop a progra m for Ex ­ 
plorer groups tha t would focus on trips in the M id-Hudson 
a rea . 
Ibe Sa ugerties Lighthouse, the oldest of the five Hudson 
River sentinels, offers a n opportunity to increa se the public’s 
enjoy ment a nd use of the riverfront. The la nd a t the point 
a lrea dy is owned hy the Sta te, a nd it could he developed 
for recrea tiona l use a nd other a ctivities. 
$‘24,000 Needed 
Approx ima tely $24,000 would be required to renova te 
this building. 
I h e H R V C recommends tha t the Sa ugerties Lighthouse 
be a cquired hy the Sta te for purposes of tra nsfer to the 
consortium of institutions represented by the M id-Hudson 
Environmenta l Study Committee for use a s a n Environmen­ 
ta l studies center. It further recommends tha t the Sta te- 
owned la nd a dja cent to the lighthouse be developed a s a 
bea ch, pa rk a nd picnic a rea .

He predicts the computer pro­ 
gram could be expanded to cov­ 
er a host of other diseases.

American Aviation was told in 
the letter: “These are your en­ 
gines which are going to cause 
us a serious accident if this situ­ 
ation is allowed to continue.”

by 
Eberhard Rees f or Von Braun, 
head of the Saturn project at the 
Marshall Space Flight Center, 
Huntsville, Ala. 
The letter to S. K. Hof f man, 
Rocketdyne president, did not 
specif ically place blame f or the 
alleged human error, saying ei­ 
ther the engines are being deliv­ 
ered ‘‘in a very unacceptable 
condition’’ or “our stage con­ 
tractors, 
in 
their 
work

these engines are introducing an 
unacceptable amount of human 
error.” The letter indicated Von 
Braun believed poor- quality en­ 
gines

The letter urged Rocketdyne 
and the Chrysler Corp., to coor­ 
dinate plans f or corrective ac­ 
tion. A letter on the same sub­ 
ject went to Chrysler. 
Ryan, a member of the House

J am es E. Webb, administrator 
of the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, told him 
in explanation that Von Braun 
was only insisting on a rigorous 
standard of perf ection.

Ryan, who made copies of his 
speech and the letter available 
in advance to news media, said 
NASA apparently “continues to 
evade the serious responsibility 
of candor” regarding problems 
which arise in the space pro­ 
gram.

Coldwater at Poughkeepsie 
Says Confusion Marks Viet Situation ---But Urges Final Victory

Speaking to a responsive audi­ 
ence of students and faculty at 
Dutchess 
County 
Community 
College Thursday, Barry 
Cold­ 
w ater said that all the questions 
asked about the Vietnam W ar 
“do not so much indicate opixisi- 
tion as it does confusion.” 
He added that “because we 
are over there, we must put our 
backs to the wheel and strive 
toward victory.” 
The form er Arizona Senator, 
and 
Republican 
presidential 
nominee in 1964, did say, how­ 
ever, that the jieople were “en­ 
titled to a long, hard, serious 
delate,” on the war, and that 
the Gulf of Tonkin Resolution 
which was the rationale behind 
our bombing of North Vietnam 
was written rn very broad lan­ 
guage. 


“I w’ould have demanded more 
.specific language.” said Cold­ 
w ater about the resolution, and 
he added that “debate is due on 
the (implications) of that reso­ 
lution.” 
Coldwater further stated. “I 
firmly believe that a setback 
for communism in this part of 
the 
world 
(Southeast 
Asia) 
would give us maybe as many 
as IO years,” to use to strive to­ 
ward peace and to avoid a con­ 
frontation w’lth China. 
Militar.v Victory 
Speaking 
without 
theatrics 
but 
in 
a 
straight-from -tho- 
shoulder style that appeared to 
charm his audience, Coldwater 
claimed that wre made promises 
during the Geneva Treaty con­ 
vention of 1954 to the effect 
that “if the government selected 
in South Vietnam in a free elec­ 
tion were attacked, we would 
come to their aid.” 


Responding, 
afterward*, 
to 
the questions of a student, Cold­ 
w ater indicated he did not be­

The form er Senator said that 
“national honor reflects on a

For ‘Domino’ Theory 
Coldwater indicated that he 
believed in the “domino’’ theory 
in Southeast Asia. The “domi­ 
no" idea has it that 
if the 
United States pulls out of Viet­ 
nam, then the rest of South­ 
east Asia would fall to com­ 
munism, or the imperialist de­ 
signs of China. 
The Arizi nian declared that 
should China finally threaten 
tile bordels of Pakistan and 


India. "Russia might be with 
Us” to challenge her. 
Coldwater went on to say 
that the suggestion of Senator 
Stuart Symington (D-Missouri) 
that the U. S. halt ail m ilitary 
activity in North and South 
Vietnam “for a specified tim e” 
in order to probe* for peace, 
“seems to make sense.” 
The conservative Republican 
further said that “nuclear wea­ 
pon* are not needed in Viet­ 
nam,” hut that he could not, 
in the final analysis, see any 
substitute for a “military vic­ 
tory” in the area. 
“Every war ends as a result 
of military action,” Coldwater 
said, adding “I don’t know how 
without military means. 
‘National Policy* 
Coldwater listed four “instru­ 
ments of national policy” which 
governments u*ed to obtain a 
foreign policy objective. 


“Economic power” was one 
way 
to obtain an objective, 
Coldwater said, and he men­ 
tioned that Great Britain used 
such power for years “ to force 
a fairly equitable peace” but 
that the U. S 
hadn’t really 
used this power.” 
He said that when the So­ 
viet Union w as in dire need of 
wheat "we could have dickered 
with them ” and gained some 
concessions, but we didn t. 
As 
for 
“political 
power” 
Coldwater 
believed 
we 
had 
very' little chance of projecting 
ourselves politically in the vast 
reaches of tire underdeveloped 
world. 
Another method of w arfare 
was 
“psychological 
w arfare” 
which the Asians, the Russian*, 
and Nazi Germany really knew 
how' to Use, Coldwater felt. 
The 
conservative 
believed 
that the U. S. was developing 


it* use of psychological war­ 
fare. 
The fourth method was, of 
course, war itself. "If all the 
other instruments failed, you 
know what was the only in­ 
strument that remained.” 
V ietnam ese, C hinese 
Coldwater 
believed 
that 
there there was "not an over­ 
whelming feeling of national­ 
ism” 
among the Vietnamese 
people but they were "anti-im­ 
perialistic” and “many of them 
look upon us as the French,” 
who had included Vietnam in 
her French Indo-China empire. 
As for China, Coldwater felt 
that the nation would only en­ 
ter the Vietnamese War “on 
an insane gamble” and that the 
be*t policy' for the U. S. to fol­ 
low in the present conflict in 
China was “to let them fight it” 
because there could be “a big 
lovolt” brewing in the Asian 
nation.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - The 
computer, a major too! of com­ 
merce and industry, soon may 
become a helpful diagnostic in­ 
strument for physicians, a Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania Medical 
School professor believes. 
Dr. Johannes Ipsen, professor 
of epidemiology and medical 
statistics, is running tests to see 
if a computer, properly pro­ 
grammed and then given the 
right information about a pa­ 
tient, can spot latent diabetes, 
stroke or heart disease. 
Could Be Expanded 
He predicts the computer pro­ 
gram could be expanded to cov­ 
er a host of other diseases. 
Ipsen says many times there 
is no clear cut diagnosis when a 
patient comes in. The computer 
would help narrow the field of 
possible illness by expressing 
the probability of various dis­ 
eases. 
“What the computer does." 
Ipsen said in an interview, “is 
remind th# physician to ask tha 
right questions."

Cause Saturn 
Program Delays 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A con­ 
gressman disclosed today that 
rocket scientist Wemher von 
Brsun’s office complained in 
February that tha huge Saturn 
rocket project he heads was 
plagued by poor quality engines 
and other hardware which could 
cause a serious accident. 
The Saturn rocket is to be 
used to propel American astro­ 
nauts to the moon.

American Aviation was told in 
tha letter: “These are your en­ 
gines which are going to cause 
us a serious accident if this situ­ 
ation is allowed to continue."

FIberhard Rees for Von Braun, 
head of the Saturn project at the 
Marshall Space Flight Center, 
Huntsville, Ala. 
The letter to S. K. Hoffman, 
Rocketdyne president, did not 
specifically place blame for the 
alleged human error, saying ei­ 
ther the engines are being deliv­ 
ered “in a very unacceptable 
condition" or “our stage con­ 
tractors, in their work with 
these engines are introducing an 
unacceptable amount of human 
error." The letter indicated Von 
Braun believed poor quality en­

The letter urged Rocketdyne 
and the Chrysler Corp., to coor­ 
dinate plans for corrective ac­ 
tion.

James E. Webb, administrator 
of the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, told him 
in explanation that Von Braun 
was only insisting on a rigorous 
standard of perfection.
